A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains.

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3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

A) These claims are confusing because the preamble of independent claims 
1 and 8 is not consistent with the recited method steps. These claims are drawn to 
methods of "performing a hot start polymerase chain reaction" or "performing a 
temperature mediated reaction", respectively, but the recited steps of "loading", 
"applying", and "delivering" do not result in any reaction being performed. For example, 
it would appear that some type of "incubation" or "subjecting the reaction channel to 
conditions such that" step is necessary for correlation back to the preamble. 
Clarification is required. 

B) Claim 2 is further confusing because "the reaction" lacks proper 
antecedent basis. Also, it is not clear how the claim is further limiting because a 
polymerase chain reaction is a thermocyclic reaction. Clarification is required. 

C) Claim 5 is further confusing because "the reaction" lacks proper 
antecedent basis, as does "the template molecule" (claim 1 refers to template 
molecules). Correction is required. 
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D) Claim 6 is further confusing because "the denatu ration" and "said template 
molecule" lack proper antecedent basis. Correction is required. 

E) Claim 7 is further confusing because "said reaction" and "the primer 
molecules" lack proper antecedent basis. Correction is required. 

F) Claim 9 is confusing because of improper punctuation; it would appear 
that a comma is intended rather than a semicolon. Clarification is required. 

4. Claims 1-14 are free of the prior art, but are rejected for other reasons. No 
claims are allowable. Jacobson et al. disclose microfluidic systems for mixing and 
diluting reagents, but these systems do not involve temperature-mediated reactions. 
Kopf-Sill discloses microfluidic systems and methods involving PCR amplification, as 
well as the use of electric currents to provide for heating. While Kopf-Sill also mentions 
that the system and methods may be used in hot start PCR (column 8, line 37), there is 
no suggestion as to how this might be accomplished.
